Growth of Trees 
A tree grows only at its surface, 
with the inner bark depositing the 
lifeless woody m atter beneath it. 
During the spring and early sum ­ 
m er this process takes place much 
m ore rapidly than in the late sum ­ 
m er and autum n, when the wood 
is deposited in a relatively thin, 
com pact layer. There is, of course, 
no growth during the winter. The 
result is that the wood is deposited 
in the concentric rings that no one 
can help noticing. The growth of 
a tree in a particular year depends 
on a number of things, such as soil, 
tem perature, and rainfall. Of these 
the amount of rain is the greatest 
variable.

The largest locks in the Sault 
Sainte M arie canal are the third 
or Davis and the fourth locks, which 
are 1,350 ft. long, 80 ft. wide and 
have a minimum depth of 24 to 25 
ft. The Davis lock was put in oper­ 
ation in 1914 and the fourth in 1919. 
The locks of the Panam a Canal 
are 1,000 ft. long, 110 ft. wide, and 
45 ft. deep. In the new Welland 
canal the locks are 800 ft. long, 80 
ft. wide and 30 ft. deep. The new 
canal was opened to traffic in 1932. 
No locks were necessary in the con­ 
struction of the Suez canal.
